British Wipe 
Out Malaya 
Reds’ Camp 


KUALA LUMPUR Malaya 
Dec. 4 (CP)--A Chinese Com 
munist guerrilla, arrested Mon 
day for carrying a hand grenade 
while Britain's colonial sec 
retary, Monday night led a Brit 
ish patrol to his camp near Ben 
tong, Pahang 

Police who followed 35-year-old 
Ngew Sam wiped out a min and 
a woman in their beds. A third 
occupant of the camp, 25 miles 
from the front-line planters 
town, escaped 

Ngew was picked up Monday 
when police guarding Oliver 
Lyttelton noticed a bulge in the 
guerrilla’s clothing. They found 
a hand grenade, but said it was 
unlikely that the guerrilla knew 
Lyttelton was in town 

Ngew had come in to pick up 
supplies and medicine -for his 
ragged little group. He said the 
band’s morale was low, and that 
many terrorists were suffering 
from beri-beri, a tropical disease. 

In ~Kuala Lumpur today, 
Lyttelton and the director of 
anti-terrorist operations, Gen 
Sir Robert Lockhart, attended a 
conference of Malay rulers to 
discuss ways to contain the long- 
drawn-out guerrilla war. 

Lyttelton was sent to Malaya 
after the British High Commis- 
sioner, Sir Henry Gurney, was 
murdered last month.

CAIRO, Dec. 4 (CP)—An esti 
mated 20 Egyptian police and ci 
vilians were ;killed or wounded 
and two British soldiers injured 
when fighting broke out again In 
Suez today for-the second time 
in 24 hours. 

British sources said today’s bat- 
tle broke out when Egyptian’ po- 
lice and civilians fired dn British 
soldiers who then returned the 
fire

canal zone brought the dead and 
wounded on both sides to about

‘SPOOFING, PERHAPS 
A RADIO COMMENTATOR suggested that the students who

legs” of the educationists who imposed the special tests, That 
may be the explanation, although I am inclined to doubt it, 
as there was too wide a variation in the percentages to suggest 
any wholesale collusion 

To me, it rather reflects the changing, modern attitude to- 
wards what is essential In education. Where oncé the three 
R's were looked upon as basic, a solid foundation on which 
to ‘build a structure of higher learning, today more emphasis 
is placed on subjects which allegedly develop.a child's all- 
round personality and seek out specia! aptitudes—an excellent 
idea if it is not carried to excess. : 


PROGRESSIVE?

The failure of coal production in Bri- 
tain and in western Europe is perhaps 
the largest single fact in the present eco- 
nomic crisis but it is not confined to the 
ledgers of the state or the charts of the 
economists.

Perhaps it will begin to dawn upon us 
then that as a whole America has done 
nothing, |in an economic sense, which is 
worthy of the name of sacrifice. 


Who Laughs Last 


THEN a democratic politician makes 
a foolish utterance the public reads 
it and the opposition gloats over it.

Jaugh at disarmament in Paris the other 
day the Russian people were not per-
